SAN FRANCISCO, March 28 
(AP).—Twenty-two persons were 
killed when fire swept through 
the New Amsterdam Hotel in the 
industrial district south of Market 
street early today. About 30 others 
were injured. 

Fire Marshal Frank Kelly said 
the fire unquestionably was start- 
ed by an incendiarist—the last of 
six incendiary fires last night and 
early this morning. 

Twenty men and two women 
were dead, and so badly were the 
bodies burned that several hours 
after the fire only one of the vic- 
tims had been identified. It was 
that of Mrs. Mamie Pulosky, 43 
years old, wife of a Navy man. 
She jumped from the third floor 
to her death, 

There were about 100 roomers in 
the three-story structure. They 
leaped into lightwells and per- 
ished in the flames; they piled 
into areaways and suffocated and 
burned, some jumped from win- 
dows and were injured gravely. 

Fire Marshal Kelly said the en- 
tire arson squad was on the street 
during the night. There were five 
incendiary fires in the city Sunday 
night, he said, and six last night, 
climaxed by the New Amsterdam 
Hotel tragedy. 

The operator of the hotel, a 
woman, could not be found. im- 
mediately, and firemen expressed 
fear she might have been among 
those killed. 

Policemen at a district station 
half a block from the hotel] re- 
sponded at the first alarm, only 
to find the flames had spread so 
quickly the _ entire structure 
seemed alfeady ablaze. 

Lt. E. J. Glover, in charge of 
the district police station, said he 
ran to the scene and with other 
officers attempted to enter’ the 
door which led from the street to 
the second floor. ' 

“Flames swept down at us and 
drove us back,” said Glover, “We 
could not enter. My men turned 
to giving first aid arid rescue 
‘work to the many who dropped 
from windows.”

WASHINGTON, March 28 (AP). 
—Beer drinkers may have to pay 
11 cents a glass instead of the 
usual dime after April 1, the Of- 
fice of Price Administration an- 
nounced late yesterday. The price 
of 12-ounce bottles of beer may 
be boosted by a penny when the 
new Federal excise taxes become 
effective next month. 

The new price schedules on beer 
are in line with OPA’s policy of 
permitting tax increases on alco- 


e|holic beverages to be passed on 


to consumers. In some instances, 
OPA pointed out, the producer, 
wholesaler or retailer will absorb 
the added levy. 

On cheaper brands of beer the 
tax increase will amount to only 
7 cents on a 24-bottle case, which 
will be paid by producers and 
wholesalers and not passed on to 
the consumers,

PEACE-BY-EASTER STRIKE

Story Of Demonstration by 30,000 
Germans and Foreigners, 
However, Is Unconfirmed. 

STOCKHOLM, March 28 (AP). 
—The Free Danish news service 
reported today that 30,000 Ger- 
man and foreign workmen recent- 
ly conducted a peace strike in 
Berlin using the slogan, “End it 
by Easter.” 

The story was written by a spe- 
cial correspondent who said that 
he bribed his way into Germany 
without a passport or visa and 
spent some time in the capital. 
Published in the Danish under- 
ground newspaper De Frie Dan- 
ske, the story: said February pro- 
duced a revolutionary change in 
the German home front.

The ground situation in Italy is 
secure but extremely difficult

Nazi Advantages. 

At the Anzio beachhead the Ger- 
mans are fighting with the benefit 
of internal lines of communica- 
tion. In a single night they can 
move a division from the beach- 
head to Cassino to beat off an at- 
tack there. Two nights later they 
they can move it back, if neces- 
sary to meet any beachhead 
thrust. Conversely, the Allies 
must move troops from the beach- 
head to the lower Fifth Army 
front or in reverse, by the slow 
sea route. It would be extraordi- 
nary if a division Could be moved 
from one of these fronts to an- 
other in a week, 

Clearing weather, however, may 
give the air forces a chance to 
batter a hole in the German de- 
fenses just as they did in April 
and May last year in Tunisia.

NEW YORK, March 28 (AP).— 
Reports that anti-Nazi jokes are 
driving the Gestapo into a tan- 
trum confirm the impression of 
internees’ just returned from in- 
ternment in the Reich that the 
German people rapidly are mov- 
ing away from the goose-stepping 
subservience of Hitler’s heyday. 

Even Nazi party members now 
laugh at—and repeat, despite 
warnings—a .good joke against 
Hitler or the regime. 

One of the favorite themes of 
underground jokes is what will 
happen on the Day of Judgment. 

Goebbels is pictured as having 
been admitted, due to a bureau- 
cratic slip-up, into heaven. He 
wanders around amid the praying 
and hymn-singing angels, utterly 
bored. . Finally he discovers a tele- 
scope pointing downward through 
a rift in the clouds, with a sign: 
“See l, Only 5 cents.” 

Af a glimpse at residents of 
the netherworld being treated to 
the very best in wine, women and 
song, Goebbels obtains a transfer. 
On arri in Hades, however, he 
is pitch-forked around amid ‘sul- 


phurous heat, 


| 


Reminded of what he saw in the 
telescope, he moans: 

“But that’s just propaganda for 
foreign consumption.” 

In another joke, St. Peter de- 
crees that the world’s leaders be 
sent to a lake of mud in Purga- 
tory to atone for their sins. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is in a shallow 
part of the lake, only up to his 
knees, Churchill is in up to his 
waist, Stalin up to his neck. Hit- 
ler, surprisingly enough, is in only 
up to his ankles.

Berlin Says Russians Are 
Attacking Iasi—Soviet 
Troops in  Bucovina | 
Nearing Rail Junction 
of Czernowitz. 


LONDON, March 28 (AP). — 
Premier Stalin announced tonight 
that the Russians have captured 
Nikolaev, big Black Sea port, and 
the Berlin radio indicated that 
Soviet forces have crossed the mid- 
dle Prut River into Rumania near 
Iasi (Jassy). 

Other Russian forces to the 
northwest along the upper Prut 
drove to within two and one-half 
miles of Czernowitz (Cernauti), 
‘key rail junction and capital of 
the prewar Rumanian province of 


Bucovina, front dispatches said. 

A Soviet communique announced 
that these forces have captured 
the town of Gvozdets, 41 
miles from the old Czecho-Slo- 
vakia frontier and 11 miles north- 
east of Kolomea.

Six different 
patrol clashes were reported in 
the beachhead, mainly in the Cis- 
terna and Carroceto areas.

It was the second day in a row 
that Chartres—one of the final 
training bases for Nazi fighter 
pllota—had been hit. It also was 
the twenty-second time this month 
that the Eighth Air Force has 
conducted a major operation. 
Chartres is 40 miles southwest 
of Paris, Chateaudun 70 miles 
southwest of Paris, Reims 80 miles 
northeast of. Paris and Dijon 160 
miles southeast of the capital. 
The first group of fighters re- 
turning said the task force which 
went to Reims encountered little 
flak and no enemy fighter oppo-

Crude oil shortage in the Mid- 
west was attributed to “the vision-

W. W. Vandeveer, director in 
charge of the Petroleum Adminis- 
tration for War in District 2, with 
offices in Chicago, gave an esti- 
mate of production in 1944 at one 
billion 620 million barrels, and of 
the demand for petroleum prod- 
ucts in 1944 at one billion 800 mil- 
lion barrels.

He conceded that “there may 
come a time” when a labor draft 
law is needed, but said that time 
has not arrived. He promised: 

“I shall come before you if I be- 
lieve legislation is necessary.” 

The President's recommendation 
for a national service law wag en- 
compassed in a five-point legisla- 
tive program presented Congress 
in his state of the union message 
Jan, 11, and was conditioned on 
the adoption of the other four 
points, which included “a realis- 
tic tax law.” 

Roosevelt expressed the belief 
that a national service law would 
prevent strikes and make more 
Americans available for war pro- 
duction. 

“T have for three years hesi- 
tated to recommend a national 
service act,” he told Congress. 
“Today, however, I am convinced 
of its necessity. Although I be- 
lieve that we and our allies can 
win the war without such a meas- 
ure,:I am certain that nothing 
less than total mobilization of all 
our resources of man power and 
capital will guarantee an earlier 
victory and reduce the toll of suf- 
fering and sorrow and blood.”

PREDICTS GOOD 
CONSTITUTION 


Committee Files Indicate 
Worth of Convention, 
Educator - Delegate 


Tells C. of C. Group. 


Despite pessimistic comment on 
results that may be expected from 
the State Constitutional Conven- 
tion, committee files indicate 
“we're going to have a good Cofi- 
stitution,” Dr. Franc L. McCluer, 
president of Westminster College, 
Fulton, and convention delegate 
from the Tenth Senatorial Dis- 
trict, said today to a reporter, 


“It should be remembered,” Dr. 
McCluer said, “that most of the 
committee reports will be adopt- 
ed. If only a few of the most 
important committee recommen- 
dations should be approved, it 
would be almost worth a conven- 
tion,” 


Dr, McCluer addressed the mem- 
bers’ assembly of the Chamber of 
Commerce at Hotel Jefferson to- 
day on various aspects of the con- 
vention he has observed as a dele- 
gate and as chairnfan of the Com- 
mittee on State Finance. \ 

He placed particular emphasis 
on a section of the report of the 
Committee on Local Government 
dealing with consolidation of St. 
Louis and St. Louis County, and 
discussed the four possible meth- 
ods of consolidation proposed by 
the committee. 

The power granted under this 
proposal would be exercised by 
popular vote, Dr. McCluer contin- 
ued, upon a scheme prepared by a 
board of freeholders, nine of 
whom would be electors from the 
city, nine from the county and 
one from some other county. 

Dr. McCluer gave warning of 
the “danger that impatience or 
disappointment,.or contrary opin- 
ion, may lead the critics of gov- 
ernmental bodies to the belief 
that the body is under control of 
corrupt politicians.” 

“Indeed,” he said, “that fear has 
already been expressed, However, 
there has been no single test vote 
in this convention which, in my 
judgment, would justify any ob- 
server in the conclusion the con- 
vention is under the control of 
selfish and corrupt politicians.”

Less Meat, More Cheese and Butter 
For Civilians During Next Quarter 


Rise in Two Dairy Classifications Caused by 
Falling Off in Lend-Lease and 
Military Buying. 


WASHINGTON, March 28 (AP). 
—Civilians will have more butter 
and cheese, but slightly less meat, 


during April, May and June com- 
pared with the first three months 
of the year, 

In making this announcement,

Not mentioned by the official

cash in their stamps just before 
expiration, for tokens which do 
not expire. 


BILL INTRODUCED 
TO SET CLOCKS BACK 
TO STANDARD TIME 


Cannon (Dem.), Missouri, Is 
Author—Tells of Protests 
From Farmers. 


WASHINGTON, March 28 (AP), 
—America's clocks may soon un- 
dergo some more legislative tin- 
kering. 

Congress, which set the nation’s 
timepieces ahead an hour’ in 
1942, was asked today to set them 
back again in a bill introduced by 
Representative Cannon (Dem.), 
Missouri. 

The measure would eliminate 
daylight saving time and restore 
the entire country to standard 
time, although preserving the 
present time belts, Western, 
Rocky Mountain, Central and 
Eastern. 
Cannon said he -submitted the 
bill after receiving hundreds of 
protests from “almost every state 
in the union” against the “fast 
time,” 

He said Midwestern farmers 
were the most bitter critics, com- 
plaining that dew stayed on the 
ground too late in the morning 
under daylight time, thus keeping 
them from getting started with 
work, and also that hired ‘hands 
wanted to quit “in the middle of 
the afternoon, just because the 
clock read late,” thus keeping 
them from getting a full day’s 
work accomplished. 

Several states have adopted spe- 
cific legislation to modify the law 
as it concerned them. 


PLAN ADOPTED TO RELIEVE 
DOCKEF OF DIVORCE. COURT 


The St. Louis Circuit Court, 
meeting in general term, agreed 
yesterday to permit contested di- 
vorce suits to be heard outside of 
the Court of Domestic Relations 
as a means of relieving the in- 
creasingly heavy docket in the do- 
mestic division. Such a trafefer, 
however, would be contingent upon 
agreement bycounsel representing 
both litigants, Presiding Judge 
William K. Koerner said. 

Judge Koerner pointed out that 
divorce suits filed here have in- 
creased more than 10 per cent in 
recent years—largely as a result 
of increasing financial independ- 
ence of women and because of 
hasty wartime mamriages. At pres- 
ent 1800 divorce suits are pending 
in the two divisions of the domes- 
tic relations court.

PEACE PREPAREDNESS 
LAG WORRIES BARUCH 


He Complains Congress Has 
Failed to Act on Plan for 
Shift in Economy, 


NEW YORK, March 28 (AP).— 
Bernard M. Baruch, who helped 
formulate a plan for shifting the 
nation’s economy to a peacetime 


basis after the war, said in a@ let- 
ter to the New York Herald 
Tribune today that he was disap- 
pointed at failure of Congress to 
take action on the plan so far. 

Baruch, special] adviser to the 
Director of the Office of War 
Mobilization, told the Herald Trib- 
une that he was feezed by “the 
fact that our report has been in 
the hands of official Washington 
more than a month, and there 
seems little disposition on the 
part of Congress to co-operate by 
moving along the lines we have 
indicated.” 

“Surely,” Baruch added, “we 
should have a complete commu- 
nity of interest with respect to 
preparedness for peace while at 
the same time concentrating on 
the winning of the war. 

“Prestige or individual feeling 
should not be a factor. Who cares 
where a plan for meeting the 
shocks of returning peace orig- 
inates? For my own part, I will 
accept a plan from any source, 
provided it will do the job. 

“Let us remember my predic- 
tion that, if we exercise intelli- 
gent foresight in connection with 
this whole situation and properly 
prepare for the transition, we shall 
have an adventure in prosperity, 
while, on the other hand, indiffer- 
ence and delay may ultimately 
present us with an adventure in 
adversity.”

An office was opened by the 
St. Louis League of Women Voters 
this afternoon at 701 Washington 
avenue for a 10-day campaign to 
obtain citizens’ signatures on a 
petition to the Constitutional Con- 
vention, calling for a complete 
new State Constitution which will 


provide “responsible, efficient and 
economical government.” 

This is part of a movement by 
the Missouri League of Women 
Voters to obtain a minimum of 
80,000 signatures on the petition. 
It is hoped to get at least 50,000 
in St. Louis and St. Louis County. 
The petition plan was decided on 
by directors of the State league 
last week, in an effort to prevent 
failure of the objective of the Con- 
stitutional Convention. 

The petition form calls for a 
new Constitution, rather than a 
piece-meal revision of the existing 
instrument, in accordance with the 
league’s ideals. Addressed to Rob- 
ert E. Blake of Webster Groves, 
president of the convention, it lists 
the following provisions as “essen- 
tial” and urges their inclusion in 
the new Constitution: 


“The election of only the chief 
policy-determining executive of- 
ficials—the Governor, Lieuten- 
ant-Governor and Auditor—and 
the appointment by the Gov- 
ernor of heads of departments

considerable number of Germans 
hidden in caves and tunnels es- 
caped the bombing, came out of 
their hiding places after waves of 
infantry had passed and cut their 
lines of communication. 

Secondly, tanks moving up be- 
hind the Allied infantry found they 
had to stay on the only two roads 
available because the condition 
of the ground on either side was 
too bad to: allow other movement. 
Bombs cratered the roads badly 
and these craters immediately 
filled with water, making it nec- 
essary for engineers to fill in each 
crater before tanks and trucks 
could move. 

By this time the advanced in- 
fantry had to be supplied by air 
and the Germans were so well es- 
tablished they were able to block 
the advancing tanks, forcing the 
infantry to fight its way back. 

While these were the causes for 
the immediate setback at Cassino, 
the fundamental reason for the 
slow progress is the same as it has 
been since the original Anzio land- 
ing failed to cause a German 
withdrawal on the Cassino front.

On receipt of his ballot the voter shall forthwith, and without 
leaving the enclosed space, retire alone to one of the voting booths so 
provided, and shall prepare his ballot for voting in the following 
manner: The voter shall place a cross (X) mark in the circle im- 
mediately below the party name or in the square at the left of the 
name of the candidate for whom he wishes to vote. If the voter desires 
to vote for a candidate whose name does not appear on the printed 
ballot he may do so by drawing a line through the printed name of 
candidate, and writing below such cancelled name the name of person 
for whom he desires to vote, and placing a cross mark in the square 
at the left of such name. The squares so marked shall take precedence 
over the cross marked in the circle. A cross (X) mark is any line 
créssing any other line at any angle within the voting space, and no 
ballot shall be declared void because a cross (X) mark therein is ir- 
regular in form. It shall not be lawful to deface or tear a ballot in 
any manner nor to erase any printed name ‘‘ except as provided above 
in this section,’’ figure, word or letter therefrom, nor to erase any 
mark made thereon by such voter, nor inclose in the folded ballot any 
other paper or any article. If the voter deface or tear a ballot, or 
wrongly mark the name or make an erasure therein, he may obtain 
one additional ballot on returning to the ballot clerk the one so de- 
faced or wrongly marked.

“IT am not unmindful of the fact 
that on occasions when the Mayor.

school board these appointments 
have been uniformly bestowed up- 
on citizens of distinction who, by 
their records as members of the 
board, have justified the executive 
confidence reposed in them. 
There is, however, a serious ques- 
tion which arises if it were to be 
determined that all members of 
the board, as vacancies occur 
either by death, resignation or ex- 
piration of term, were to be ap- 
pointed by one man. The school 
board has a great number of em- 
ployes; it supervises the expendi- 
ture of huge sums of money; and 
it is the policy-making body 
which we may frankly admit has 
a large part in molding the minds 
of our citizens of tomorrow. I 
wonder if the great appointive 
powers of individuals and the 
authority over the expenditure of 
huge sums of money might result 
on some unhappy occasion in an 
attempt by one “man with ap- 
pointive power to use it for his 
own political ends.

UMAN, March 20 (Delayed). 


T is not often that one has an opportunity to watch the life 
blood slowly returning to a community from which it has been 
drained by the dual combination of the Nazi new order and the 


1 city of broad, tree-lined streets 


and plaster-covered homes that may be considered typical of this 
incredibly rich section of southwestern Ukraine for which men have 
fought and died for centuries, we have had that experience. 


The “Little Flower” was the 
way in which one woman just re- 
turning after more than two and 
one-half years in faraway parts 
of the Soviet Union described the 
town. We met her in a muddy 
street, amid the litter which the 
Germans had left in their flight, 
but it was possible even there to 
understand what she meant. 

When we arrived, barely 72 
hours after the Red Army, wispy 
curls of smoke were still rising 
from the wreckage of a building 
that had been a Nazi officers’ 
club. One wall still stood, with the 
SS slogan, in two-foot letters 
“Alles fuer Deutschland” painted 
on it. 

Over the whole area hung that 
awful pall of the emptiness of 
utter exhaustion, of quiet, broken 
only by the occasional sharp rat- 
tle of a tommy gun, the deeper 
blast of a newly detected mine or 
sappers’ dynamite, so characteris- 
tic of re-won cities. 


Streets Almost Empty. 

The streets were almost empty 
except for supply columns and 
salvage troops, which were already 
on the job, taking away undam- 
aged motor parts, syphoning gaso- 
line from tanks that somehow had 
escaped the holocaust of retreat, 
and hauling off to repair depots 
those vehicles which could be sal- 
vaged for Soviet use. Even the 
few townspeople encountered 
seemed to have vital reasons for 
their movements. 


|ghetto area four Jewish doctors 
were hanged ‘as a grim warning. 
Bondarenko said that he himself 
saw a wontan shot on the street 
for being beyond the ghetto con- 
fines without a pass. 

At that time the only Jews who 
remained in Uman were workers 
and artisans whose services were 
required, But in March, 1943, 
when the Red Army winter offen- 
sive was still far to the east, the 
Nazis executed 200 together with 
their families—about 600 persons 
in all—in Subkovsky forest, about 
four miles from the town. The 
burial was so poorly done that a 
hygienic commission subsequently 
was compelled to re-do the grisly 
job, simply to keep the dogs away, 
according to Bondarenko. 

The last of Uman’s Jewish popu- 
lation some 60 skilled workers— 
were removed at the end of last 
year. Bondarenko said that the 
Germans reported that these were 
shipped away to some vague des- 
tination. Nothing more has been 
heard of them and it is generally 
believed they were murdered. 

Such occurrences are incompre- 
hensible, but they fit within the 
framework of the Nazi ideology. 
Other happenings without place 
even in the maddest plans of Hit- 
ler or Dr. Alfred Rosenberg ex- 
cept as they include the extermi- 
nation of the Slav people also took 
place here. 


Entire Families Murdered. 


A black-bearded man we stopped | 
, on the street proved to be a Kiev | 
architect who had fled to Uman| 
when it was no longer possible to. 
work in the capital. He was has- | 
tening to learn about a funeral 
and to help identify the body of 
a friend, a doctor who had been 
executed. _ 

An 4iderly peasant stopped us 
to ask where he could find the 
city commandant. He had a let- 
ter offering his services to the 
Arm 


y. 

“I wasn't so eager in 1941,” he 
said. He bitterly resented the 
Major's suggestion that perhaps 
he was too old for active duty. 
“My daughter is in the Red Army. 
I can be too,” he said. 

In another section we came 
across a youth with the red flash 
of a Partisan unit on his cap. He 
seemed to be wandering aimlessly, 
drinking in great gulps of the at- 
2 mgm around him. He had 

a shoemaker by the day and 
a guerrilla by night until someone 
had denounced him. He had es- 
caped just ahead of the Nazi po- 
lee, but hig wife had been less 
fortunate. he Germans shot her 
in his stead. 

In the week that followed we 
could see an almost daily increase 
in activity around us. More and 
more women appeared on the 
streets, carrying bundles or mar- 
ket baskets. Almost daily, groups 
of men, who had been mobilized 
for the Red Army service front in 
liberated areas, appeared in the 
city square. 

The city Soviet began to op- 
erate again under the direction of 
a slim short man, not yet 30 years 
old, who looked more like the 
school teacher he had been before 
the war than the Partisan leader 
he had been for several months. 
Four bakeries resumed activity, 
although the principal one, called 
the “bread factory” had been de- 
stroyed in the German retreat. 

A dairy and a brick factory 
also were opened. Some of the 
small shops were waiting only for 
shipment of. supplies from Kiev 
before opening their doors to the 
public, under the rationing sys- 
tem which is already being ap- 
plied. Emergency medica! aid is 
being provided. Schools are be- 
ing cleaned up for the beginning 
of the new year in September. 


Segment of Humanity Lost. 
But here, as everywhere the 
new order has been established, 


From scattered accounts of 
‘Uman gesidents it appears-that 
last January there was a general 
hunting down of persons accused 
of contact with Partisans. Most 
of these were peasant women, 
but sometimes entire families were 
included. One group comprised 
the entire staff of 13 of a vene- 
real disease clinic. They’ were 
charged with providing medicines 
and bandages for guerrillas. 

Their grave was an open trough 
in a wind-swept potato field be- 
hind a war prisoners’ camp. The 
Germans never bothered to bury 
them and forbade others from 
performing even this last simple 
service to the dead, 

It was a bitter morning when 
we saw them. Relatives had tak- 
en some away for separate burial, 
but others are still unidentified. I 
counted at least 100 bodies in one 
group huddled together where 
they had fallen. Some had died 
hard. One man’s blackened body 
was still contorted in agony. Oth- 
ers had met death with simple 
dignity, like the child in a black 
velvet cap and home-made boots 
no more than six or seven years 
old. Shot through the chest, she 
had fallen near the body of a 
woman, ‘probably her mother. She 
still clutched a market basket in 
her outstretched hand. 

The roundup continued sporad- 
ically until March 8, when the 
bulk of the prisoners were 
marched away to the railroad sta- 
tion. There were others on whom 
judgment was more direct. Three 
persons who lived near a field 
told of seeing, the Germans take 
pleading women, push them into 
furrows and shoot them . with 
pistols in a final savage act before 
their departure. : 

Bodies mostly of women in 
peasant garb are still being found 
in scattered groups partly covered 
by snow. While we were in Uman 
three sisters from the nearby vil- 
lage of Pservoka identified one of 
these tragic monuments to the new 
order as the corpse of their 31- 
year-old sister, Matriona Moroz. 
Crying bitterly and kissing the 
frozen remains, they carried her 
away, dug a grave themselves and 
buried her near the edge of the 
field. 


We were the first — corre- 
spondents to penetrate to any ex- 
tent into the region west of the 
Dnieper River. One thing seems 
perfectly clear from all accounts 
we heard, The Germans never

It is the same horrible story as 
that of almost every other occu-| 
pied city. Dr. Mark Bondarenko, 
head of the City Health Depart- | 
ment, who lived here during the 
entire occupation, gave us some 
of the details. 

A ghetto was established in the 
immediate vicinity’ of two syn4a- 
gogues immediately after the) 
Nazis’ arrival. Before a month 
had elapsed 1500 persons, men, 
women and children had been 
rounded up. They were crowded 
into the basement of a single build- 
ing and left until they had suffo- 
cated. 

That was only the beginning, 
said Dr. Bondarenko. In mid- 
October of 1941 there was a four- 
day massacre in a ravine — * 
Sukhoi Yar, west of Uman. Abou

Dissident Ukrainian elements, 
usually led by imported gangsters 
who had been carefully trained in 
brutality under the Nazis, were 
recruited for the ordinary police, 
but the Germans never for an in- 
stant relaxed their grip on the 
principal administrative machin- 
ery. Some people said that these 
groups were more vicious than the 
Nazis themselves.

The Germans imposed very 
heavy taxes. Every Ukrainian 
male * 144 rubles annually for 
the privilege of existing. Villages 
in the surrounding area were as- 
sessed as much as 50,000 or 100,000 
rubles each year. An almost pro- 
hibitive levy was imposed for 
dogs, while farmers were com- 
pelled to pay an additional 25 ru- 
bles for each hectare of land. 


The administration was divided 
between the military commander, 
the agricultural overseer and the 
city Burgomeister,.who imported a 
Volksdeutscher. In addition to 
the ordinary police, the» Gestapo’s 
political and security police were 
everywhere active. Accounts of 
robbery and rape were passed 
along in whispers, One local leg- 
end is growing around the story 
of a father whose daughter was 
subjected to such indecencies that 
she subsequently died. He is re- 
ported to have hurled a home- 
made bomb into the crowded first- 
class waiting room of a railroad 
station, filled with Nazi officers 
and to have died himself in the 
resulting blast. 


Lenin’s Statue Pulled Down. 


Lenin’s statue was puiled down 
from its marble base in the city 
square which subsequently served 
as the rostrum from which Hitler 
and Mussolini each addressed the 
assembled citizens of this area in 
Februry, 1942.

Today's press reaction is much 
stronger than it was yesterday. It 
is generally much more critical of 
Churchill’s approach to the over- 
all planning problem, and in par- 
ticular, of the housing program. 
The majority of public comment 
yesterday seemed to be in agree- 
ment with the newspapers, which 
is not always the case, Discussion 
in the press, among the public 
and in Parliament shows two very 
marked trends today. 


The first is the British public’s 
reaction against wartime regimen- 
tation. The second is the increas- 
ing emphasis in the people’s minds 
on Churchill’s qualities as a war 
leader, as distinct from his leader- 
ship in the postwar program, 


Until 18 months ‘ago Churchill 
seemed interested only in prose- 
cuting the war, at the conclusion 
of which, he indicated, he would 
retire. Last March he threw his 
hat into the postwar ring by pro- 
posing his own four-year “recon- 
struction plan. This plan is de- 
scribed today by the Manchester 
Guardian as unrealistic. On Sun- 
day the Prime Minister made a 
spirited defense of the progress so 
far achieved in fulfilling his plan. 
He attacked with asperity the 
critics who see its fulfillment as 
too slow. 


“This asperity,” the Guardian 
says, “was Churchill’s mistake. It 
was a psychological error, com- 
parable with the irascible fone of 
some of his by-election letters. 

. As it is, he has not shut the 
oritics up; he may have made the 
settlement of a peculiarly intract- 
able problem more difficult and 
he has muddled the political 
waters.”

Mayor Kaufman's Views 


From the whole tenor of Mayor Kaufmann’s 
statement today on the proposals now being dis- 
cussed for reform of St. Louis public. school ad- 
ministration, it is clear that he has given care- 
ful and thoughtful consideration to the plan. 
Since its objectives and the greater ‘part of its 
specific details win the Mayor’s approval, the 
plan has passed a searching test. 


Mr. Kaufmann does not approach the plan . 


from a politician’s angle, but from that of good 
citizenship. Hig test is the welfare of the school 
system. Since the plan provides for appoint- 
ment of board members py the Mayor from a list 
pre by a representative nominating panel, 
with a subsequent vote of approval or disapproval 


on each member by the public, it would to a de- 


gree increase the Mayor’s power and prestige. 
Nevertheless, Mr. Kaufmann views the proposal 
objectively, expresses his doubts on certain points 
and finds it, on the whole, acceptable. 

The Mayor puts his finger on the key to suc- 
cessful working of the proposed plan: a nominat- 
ing panel that is “large enough and sufficiently 
representative.” As we stated in our comment 
of a week ago, “careful consideration is neces- 
sary” as to the make-up of the panel. If itis a 
truly representative panel, it can draw from a 
sufficiently large field of possible nominees, and 
can weigh the qualifications of each one care- 
fully enough, to eliminate the possible handicaps 
which the Mayor cites in his comparison of a 
Judge's functions and those of a School Board 
member, 

Mr. Kaufmann’s general indorsement of the 
plan will be highly encouraging to those of its 
supporters who may have felt that it suffered 
a serious setback yesterday when Gov. Donnell 
announced he had decided against recommending 
its consideration to the special session of the 
Legislature. Although the Governor neither ap- 
proved nor disapproved the proposal, his deci- 
sion was obviously based on‘ the consideration 
that it is important for the session to wind. up 
its business as speedily as possible. 

Mr. Donnell surely must realize the need for 
a drastic change in school methods, from what 
he has learned, since he began practicing law 
here\37 years ago, about the many abuses and 
instances of inefficiency that have occurred— 
and are still occurring—under the present setup. 

Whatever the next step, it is a matter for ac-

The Justice Department recently filed suit to

Now, however, it is reported from Washington 
that the State Department has objected to the 
action, holding that it is ill-timed and may 


few hard-boiled moves by our Government will

Irrespective of policy, however, there is the un-’ 


deniable fact that a Falangista holds views just 
as inimical to our institutions as does a member 
of Hitler’s party or Mussolini’s. However, Falan- 
gistas have hitherto possessed an immunity that 
made them invaluable for purposes of espionage, 
sedition and propaganda in behalf of the Axis. 

As Attorney General Biddle showed in present- 
ing the. program and secret oath of the Falange, 
its objective is to restore the old Spanish empire, 
which included a large part of this hemisphere, 
and to bind all members, wherever they live, to 
take orders from Spain's Fascist Government. 

Puerto Rico has been a stronghold of Falangism 
ever since Franco's success, with the aid of 
Germany and Italy, in overthrowing the Spanish 
Republic, Allan Chase, in his revealing book, 
“Falange: The Secret Axis Army in the Amer- 
icas,” tells with extended documentation how 
this anti-democratic group became powerful in 
the island, raised funds to help Franco, packed 
the civilian defense organization ahd smuggled 
military information to the Axis, all the while 
enjoying a strange tolerance at the hands of 
United States officials. 

The Justice Department’s recént action is 
obviously a test case. Mr. Chase relates that

For War on Finland 

Why doesn’t the United States declare war on 
Finland? Why do we pursue a soft-pedal policy 
“short of war” when our military and political 
interest would best be served by taking the most 
extreme measure of all against the Helsinki Gov- 
ernment? It is time to. put aside sentimental 
old attachments that have never admitted that 
the reactionary Finnish militarism of the past 
10 years is Naszi-built and Naszi-bought. They 
must not be allowed any longer to stand in the 
way of a positive policy favorable to the United 
Nations cause. 

In the first place, we are informed ‘by every 
political.weathervane that the people of Finland 
are sick for peace. 
to accept the Russian peace terms, the Fascist 


Government of Baron Mannerheim, et al., stub- 


bornly perpetuates itself. If American friend- 
ship for Finland has any basis, it would best be 
strengthened by the use of every implement to 
force that unfortunate country out of the war, 
We are not going to pull Finnish chestnuts from 
the fire of troubles that nation has brought upon 
itself. It is time to say so strongly. 

In the second place, Finland has been at war 
with us, althongh not in name, since we first 
became allies of the British and Russians. It is 
the height of inconsistency that we should not 
take diplomatic recognition of hostilities that 
have made our work in Europe far more diffi- 
cult. The presence of Russian armies on the 
Finnish border means fewer Russians free to 


‘drive against Germany; consequently, a tougher 


job ahead for Anglo-American invasion forces. 
The. retention of Finland in the orbit of Nazi 
satellites is, as Harold Laski has. pointed. out, 
a useful link in German prestige. Hitler’s hold 
throughout the Balkans would be weakened with 
Finland knocked out of the war. 

We need more than what Mr. Laski calls “a 
note of decision” in the President’s advice to 
Finland. Even neutral Sweden has spoken more 
effectively. We need to recognise where our self- 
interest lies and act accordingly—by. declaring

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Sweetening -the Tax Pill 

Congress hag been hearing from the people in 
no uncertain terms about the confused, compli- 
cated and burdensome income tax laws and regu- 
lations. What Congress heard, the Treasury, 
too, must have heard. What elsé would explain 
the sudden. admiration displayed by Secretary 
Morgenthau for the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, which recently agreed on principles of tax 
simplification and is now writing a new bill. 

If Mr. Morgenthau had deliberately set out 
to try to engender love and affection between 
Congress and the administration, so long at odds, 
he would hardly have used sweeter words than 
these: “The Ways and Means Committee, under 
the able leadership of Congressman Doughton 
has done a great piece of work.” At any rate, a 
speedy job has been done, and committee mem- 
bers call it “a wonderful job.” 

The new bill is not Intended to change the 
relative tax burden on individuals, but it would 
bring in some additional taxpayers in the low- 
est bracket, and the committee thinks it would 
add about 20 million dollars to the tax revenue. 
It is, in fact, a revision intended to accomplish 
the simplification demanded by the harried tax- 
payers who have 80 ntly passed through the 
agony of filing returns under the present law. 

The committee hag had to struggle with many 
difficulties standing in the way of simplified re- 
turns. The complicated blanks for filing re- 
turns have come about largely because of efforts 
of Congress to adjust the tax burden in ac 
cordance with the number of dependents sup- 
ported by the taxpayer, his obligations for state 
and local taxes ahd interest on his home mort- 
gage, and his contributions to charities and re- 
ligious and educational institutions. 

In making available a simplified form, the bill 
presumably will give the taxpayer the option of 
accepting the lump-sum allowance for deductions 
or filing a more complete return listing all 
claimed deductions. :

The United States Supreme Court's decisions 
yesterday upholding OPA’s power to fix prices 
and control rents should recommend a change

If these gentry have hoped that the proverbial 
intricacy of the law, and the customary slowness 
of the courts, would help them to turn the war 
to their private profiteering, they have now re- 
celved a formidable discouragement.

Secretary Hull senses public bafflement over our international re- 
lations, says newspaper, but answers only with a collection of 
“impeccable generalities” culled from past official utterances; no 
clear explanation of what American Government is trying to do.

Few things, it seems to this newspaper, 
could demonstrate the present bankruptcy 
of American foreign policy so clearly as 
does Secretary Hull's lengthy exposition of 
that elusive subject. 

Mr. Hull is right in sensing that there is 
a growing public baffiement as to what 
our foreign policy may really be, but he is 
wrong if he imagines that it can be met 
by culling out of past official utterances 
these impeccable generalities, these lofty 
principles devoid of any suggestion as to 
how they are to be practically applied. 

It is not there that the disquiet lies; as is 
sufficiently shown by the fact that at the 
very moment he was issuing his solemn 


“explanation,” his State Department was 


being compelled to deny, in regard to the 
concrete question of our relations with the 
French National Committee, rumors and 
doubts that could never have arisen if we 
had been vouchsafed any real explanation 
of what in fact the American Government 


is trying to do, 
Noble Aim, Difficult Application 


The word “policy” embraces two rather 
different things. The broad, ultimate ob- 
jectives are, of course, important; but they 
are no more so than the specific, practical 
means by which alone broad ends can be 
brought to realization, 

As to the first, there ig little dispute, 
Some may question the adequacy of that 

eme of world order which Mr. Hull en- 
sages, in which all states, both great and 
small, while enjoying perfect equality and 
untrammeled sovereignty, will scrupulously 
obey the dictates of law, reason and mod- 


‘eration. None, however, would deny that 


it is a noble aim. 
‘The difficulty is over the definite, day- 
courses which our policy is follow- 
ing, amid the practical urgency of great, 
events, as it pursues these ideal goala., 


To display such pious hopes as a foreign 
policy, at a moment when we are sur- 
rounded by burning practical questions— 
as to what must be done now in regard 
to the French, in regard to Italy, in re- 


' gard to our relations with Britain and 


Russia and our influence upon the devel- 
opment of events amid the chaos of the 
Baltic and Balkan regions—is to confess 
either a complete bankruptcy of policy or 
else a serious misunderstanding of the true 
exigencies of the times. 


Dangerous Uncertainties 
Mr. Churchill, though it is obviously a 


' delicate subject for him, at least has the 


forthrightness to say, under questioning, 
that the Atlantic Charter must clarified 
by renewed consultation; the best that Mr. 
Hull can do is merely to make another 
meaningless genuflection before a docu- 
ment which is importing an increasingly 
—— uncertainty into the whole prob- 
em. 


These uncertainties cannot be allowed to 
persist forever. How far have the Finns 
(or the Rumanians, for that matter) been 
misled by hopes of an aid which this coun- 
try has neither the means nor the inten- 
tion of rendering them? 


How far has French unity been enervated 
by the President's curious evasions of that 
problem? : 


How far is our excessive care—combin- 
ing megalomania with futility—for every 
possible future contingency within the lib- 
erated territories rendering it impossible to 
set up any foundations on which future 
solutions can be achieved? 


In a dozen directiéns, what is needed now 
is decision and a policy which can make 
decisions. All we are provided with by the 
administration is Mr, Hull's admirable but 
still decidedly abstract set of generalities. 


Let’s Stop Burning the Woods 


From 


We Missourians, in company with the 
reat of America, are beginning to realize 
that we have wastefully used our natural 
resources, Our soile are eroded and de- 
pleted, our streams and lakes silted and 
abused, Wildlife struggies for survival 
against a natural poverty caused by. ex- 
cesses and errors of land use. 

Nowhere is this unwise use of natural 
resources more apparent than in the Mis- 
souri Ozarks. Regions that should be pro- 
ducing straight, sound timber to help win 
the war are but wastelands of scrub-oak 
brush and fire-scarred logs. We cut the 
virgin forests, but instead of letting a new 
crop of timber grow, we burned and over- 
grazed and girdied and burned in a mis- 
guided attempt to make farms out of land 
intended by nature to grow trees. 

Too many Ozark residents persist in the 
discredited practice of spring burning. They 
go out and set fire to their pastures and 
woodlands because they think it makes the 
grass grow greener, or for some other ob- 
scure reason lost in folklore. They not 
only burn off their own lands, their flames, 
escape to the March winds and sweep 
across hundreds or thousands of neighbor- 


acres, 
Spring is not the season of youth and 


the Missouri Conservationist, 


beauty to the forester in Missouri. It is 
the season of despair, of sleepless days 
and nights of fire-fighting, of smoking and 
blackened hillsides. 

After some years of educational work by 
State and Federal agencies, foresters are 
convinced that only a small minority of 
Ozark residents still cling to the practice 
of woods burning. Most of these people, to 
be sure, are patriotic and well-meaning. 


‘They simply have not realized the damage 


they were doing. They have not meant to 
cripple a forest industry, to drive out wild 
game, to destroy the soil and to turn spar- 
kling streams into muddy deserts. 


Faced with an acute shortage of help 
during the coming fire season, State and 
Federal foresters are counting on the moral 
and active support of patriotic farmers 
and land-owners, Progressive farmers can 
help by frowning on the practice of burn- 
i 


ng. 

It is now clear that the future of a great 
part of the Missouri Ozarks lies in the pro- 
tection and management of the forest and 
wildlife resources. These are great natural 
crops which, if: properly tended and ‘har- 
vested, can. be made to yield cash divi- 
dends and recreational benefits ta genera- 
tion after generation of future Missourians.

Law Does Not Govern. 


But “equality,” “morality,” 
“law,” etc., are not principles but 
concepts. This war is, indeed, a 
struggle between conflicting con- 
cepts of “equality,” “morality,” 
“justice,” etc., with each nation 
establishing its own principles. 

Law is not a principle. Princi- 
ples are established in law. But 
there is no law governing nations, 
nor is there any authority to make 
a law for nations. 

Thus, aggression of one nation 
upon another for any reason 
which its national interests may 
dictate is not against the law. 


I would like to shout that from 


the housetops. Aggression may be 
a crime in human conscience, but 
it is not a crime in law. 

Treaties are not laws. They are 
agreements between governments 
similar to contracts between firms, 
but with the basic difference that 
the latter are adjudicable in 
courts and enforceable by a police 
to which both contractors owe 
subservience. 

There is a vast illusion that in- 


ternational law exists in the sense | 


that domestic law exists. It is not 
true. There is no international 
law-making body; no internation- 
al court; no international enforce- 
ment agency. The League of Na- 
tions conventions were not laws 
and had not the force of laws. 
If they had been laws, withdrawal 
from the League or refusal to en- 
ter it would have announced the 
clear intention of a state to live 
lawlessly. 


Mr. Hull’s Recommendations. 


Mr. Hull recommends the creg- 
tion of “some agency.” He speaks 
of “organized co-operation,” “agen- 
cies to use the remedies of discus- 
sion, negotiation, conciliation,” etc., 
and “an international court whose 
adjudications would be based on 
application of principles of law.” 
But he does not tell us how we 
are to get the law in the first 
place. 

Our foreign policy denoynces 
“spheres of influence, alliafices, 
balances of power and other spe- 
cial arrangements.” Let us not 
encourage self-delusion. Without 
the organization of the world un- 
der law these things will be in- 
evitable and even necessary. 
American security could not other- 
wise be protected than by spheres 
of influence, political and eco-

The inference is that we intend 
to build the third. But it will 
am- 
bigufties. If we genuinely intend 
to turn victory into peace, we 
only need one point, and it can 
be briefly and clearly stated: 

“Recognizing that peace is the 
substitution of the rule of law for 
the tests of force, the United 
States of America is determined 
to put the full weight of its power 
into the creation of a world or- 
ganization, open with equal free- 
dom and proportionate tesponsi- 
bility to all nations, great and 
small, and empowered to legislate 
an international law and provide 
for its adjudication and enforce- 
ment. 


“If any nations refuse to enter 
into such an organization, the 
United States will create it with 
those who will, regarding all who 
refuse to collaborate as potential 
law-breakers, and seeing to it that 
the force which it can command 
on land, in the air and on the 
seas will be superior to the com- 
bined force of all who stand out- 
side it.” 


The people of the world want 
lasting peace. The ghosts of a 
shattered youth cry for peace. The 
homeless wanderers of the world 
cry for peace. The mothers of 
young sons cry for peace. The 
human reason cries for peace. The 
human conscience cries for peace. 
Not for peace without victory, but 
for victory creative of peace. 

But there is only one conceiv- 
able way to assure peace: the ac- 
ceptance by all sovereign nations 
of mutually created, mutually en- 
forced law.

land, repatriated former director 
of Red Cross relief activities in 
Marseille, told the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday. 

“For a hotel-size bar of white 
soap,” he said, “I was able to have 
my shoes half-soled and heeled. 
Not a word was said about 
money.” 

Rowland, at various times di- 
rector of the St. Louis Board of 
Children's Guardian's and St. 
Louis relief administrator, arrived 
yesterday from New York. After 
15 months in German custody, he 
returned to the United States 10 
days ago on the exchange ship 
Gripsholm. He is in St. Louis for 
a visit with his wife and his son, 
John, before reporting to Wash- 
ington to become an administra- 
tive assistant in Red Cross for- 
eign operations. 

Interned at Baden-Baden. 

Interned at Baden-Baden with 
a group of 145 Americans repre- 
senting the diplomatic corps, the 
Friends Society, and Red Cross 
personnel, Rowland received a 
prisoner of war package once 
every two weeks. Despite the 
value of the articles in bartering, 
he could recall no instance of pil- 
fering. A package of American 
cigarettes, he said, was worth $8 
and a quarter-pound of coffee 
would be snapped up at $35. 

With Rowland at Baden-Baden 
was Eric Taft, director of the Red 
Cross prisoner of war activities.

ST. LOUIS U. PLANS 
EARTH SCIENCE SCnOOL 


Lever Institue Expected to 
Have Opening Enroll- 
ment of 180.

‘The Henry E..Sever Institute of 
Geophysical ‘Technology, made 
possible by the selection yesterday 
of St. Louis University as recipi- 
ent of the $36,000 annual income 
of the $1,250,000 trust fund left 
by the millionaire Chicago book 
publisher, a former Missourian, is 
envisioned as a Midwestern equiv- 
alent of Massgchusetts Institute of 
Technology and California Insti- 
tute of Technology, the Rev. Pat- 
rick J. Holloran, 8S. J., president of 
the university, told the 
Post-Dispatch today. 

The new autonomous unit in the 
university system, whith will open 
next fall with an expected starting 
enrollment of 180 students, will of- 
fer a highly specialized curricula 
in the so-called earth sciences, 
Father Holloran said, particularly 
adapted to the postwar needs of 
the vast Mississippi Valley area. 
The Sever Fund, he said, “gives us 
the opportunity to concentrate the 
work of the institute in six ad- 
vanced scientific fields; we believe 
that in our limited field we will 
be second to no similar school in 
the United States.” 

Degrees will be offered by the 
institute in exploration geophysics, 
geological engineerfig seismo- 
logical engineering—fields particu- 
larly related to the needs of the 
mining @nd oil industries in the 
Midwest—and professional mete- 
orology, applied electronics and 
radio communications engineering. 
The Rev. James B. Macelwane, di- 
rector of the university’s present 
department of geophysics, will be 
Dean of the institute. Father 
Macelwane was identified by 
Judge Joseph A. Graber of Cook 
County Superior Court, in making 
the award, as “one of the most 
outstanding, if not the most out- 
standing geophysicist in the 
United States.” 

The institute will occupy for the 
duration of the war the three- 
story building at 3621 Olive street, 
formerly housing the Wagoner 
Undertaking Co., which recently 
was acquired by the university in 
an anticipation of obtaining the 
Sever Fund. 

The property, with a frontage 

of 145 feet and a depth of 160 
feet, includes a large two-story 
garage that will be remodeled to 
serve asa shop for the institute. 
Equipment valued at $200,000 by 
the university will be installed at 
once in the building. At least 
$200,000 in additional equipment 
in closely related and supporting 
fields of science, embraced by the 
university system, will be avail- 
able to faculty and students of 
the new school, Father MHolloran 
said, 
Father Holloran estimated that 
the $36,000 annual income from 
the fund ‘would provide almost 
half of the probable cost of oper- 
ating the Institute, including fel- 
lowships, scholarships and _re- 
search activities, He placed that 
annual cost of, maintaining the 
Institute at $85,000. Six of the 20 
faculty members, including the 
Déan, are members of the Society 
of Jesus, and will receive no 
salary. This is an important 
factor in enabling the Institute to 
operate on a relatively modest 
budget, 

St. Louis University was se- 
lected from among 11 Missouri 
educational institutions which ap- 
plied for the fund. The field was 
eventually narrowed by a three- 
man committee, appointed by the 
Sever estate, to St. Louis Univer- 
sity, Washington University, the 
University of Missouri and the 
University of Kansas City. Sever, 
who was born near Kirksville, 
had stipulated that the fund be 
given to a suitable institution and 
be applied “along the lines of 
technology.” 

Sever’s will also included a be- 
quest for establishing a library in 
Kahoka, Mo., where he once 
served as a school principal, and 
$100,000 fund to create a forest 
preserve and game refuge in 
Knox County (Mo.). He died in 
April, 1941.

And Five-Foul - 
Rules Adopted 


NEW YORK, March 28 (AP).— 
The National Basketball Rules 
Committee made four important 
rule changes at its annual session

1, Personal foul limit increased 
from four to five. 

2. Unlimited substitution al- 
lowed, instead of player being per- 
mitted in game only three times.

Under present 
rules, times cannot be called by 
injured player’s side unless it con- 
trols ball, or automatic time-out 
occurs, 

4. Defensive players are forbid- 
den to touch ball on its down- 
ward flight toward basket on a 
try for goal, the penalty being

This 
rule supercedes the present one 
forbidding “goal tenders” touch- 
ing the basket or reaching above 
it to deflect shots.

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DEMAND DEPOSITS DROP 
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LACLEDE GAS REFUND 
NEARLY COMPLETED 


Utility Fails to Find Con- 
sumers Entitled to $155,- 
000 of $1,497,000. 


Distribution of a refund of 
$1,497,000 in excessive charges for 
gas to domestic and commercial 
consumers of the Laclede Gas 
Light Co. has been virtually com- 
pleted. 

The refund dates from 1934, 
when the State Public Service 
Commission ordered a 6 per cent 


reduction in rates. The excess 
amount was collected by the com- 
pany but impounded, It was de- 
cided in November, 1941, that the 
impounded fund should be re 
turned to the customers, but 
there were various factors of de- 
lay and the distribution was not 
started until] last June 16. 

It was said at the company of- 
fice today that only about $155,- 
000 had not been distributed. This 
represents largely checks which 
were mailed out but could not be 
delivered because of removal of 
the customers. 

The company has published ad- 
vertisements in an effort to locate 
these persons, requesting that 
they write the company, giving 
the name and address under which 
the gas service was rendered, be- 
tween Feb. 1, 1935, and Sept. 1, 
1939. The refund does not apply 
to gas bought under the house- 
heating and industrial rates. 

While a decision has not been 
made as to disposition of any sum 
which may be left, where the con- 
sumers cannot be located, Robert 
W. Otto, vice-president and gen-/| 
eral counsel of Laclede Gas, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter he did 
not believe the company would 
make a claim to it, unless it 
sought reimbursement for costs of 
administering the impounded |™ 
fund. He said it was likely any 
leftover sum would go to the state 
escheat fund. 

About 286,000 customers were 
involved in the refund, which thus 
averaged $5.23 each. The distri- 
bution was made by the Central 
Missouri Trust Co. of Jefferson 
City under the Court’s orders. It 
involved a huge clerical task. 
The trust company has the checks 
which have been undeliverable, 
but the company has the bill rec- 
ords at its offices here. It can- 
not answer inquiries concerning 
them by telephone,

WAKEFIELD, Mass., March 28 
(AP).— A stained-glass window 
showing the Virgin Mary with a 
destroyer escort in her arms is to 
be altered at the request of the 
chaplain at the Norfodlk (Va.) 
naval operations base. 

Wilbur H, Burnham, designer of 
the window, said last night that 
the revision would have, to be 
made before the window is in- 
stalled in the chapel at the base. 
He said the window “has caused 
considerable controversy,” but 
that he had “had no adverse crit- 
icisms from members of the Ro- 
man Catholic faith; in fact the 
window has received high praise.” 

The designer explained he had 
informed the Rev. E. M. Conover, 
director of the Interdenomination 
Bureau of Architecture, that “be- 
cause the theme of the window 
has offenésd certain church 
groups” he had been asked to 
eliminate the destroyer escort in 
the arms of Mary and replace it 
by a figure of the Christ Child. 

“The idea for the window was 
given to me by the Roman Cath- 
olic chaplain then in charge of

$643,000 IN TAXES CANCELED 
BY CITY AS UNCOLLECTIBLE 


A total of $643,745 in delinquent 
real estate and personal property 
taxes was written off as uncol- 
lectible yesterday by the city’s 
Back Tax Commission, consisting 
of Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, 
Comptroller Louis Nolte and As- 
sessor Arthur C. Hoehn. 

The largest item was $256,102 
in delinquent personal taxes for 
1938 on which no suits had been 
filed for collection and which are 
now legally uncollectible under the 
provisions of the statute of lim- 
itations, Collector Richard E. Gru- 
ner said. 

A total of $70,585 in real estate 
taxes from 1913 through 1929 also 
were written off since there were 
no buyers for the property, placed 
on sale a year ago. Personal 
property taxes of $172,188 for 1932 
Were canceled, These would have 
been written off last year in ac- 
cordance with the practice of can- 
celing uncollectible taxes every 
two years, but Collector Gruner 
had hoped to collect some of them. 
Also canceled were $144,869 in 
personal taxes for 1933.

David J. McDonald, union sec- 
retary, stated that as of August, 
1941, the industry employed 550,- 
000 wage earners and weekly 
hours averaged 39.1. He said the 
companies are now at 95 to 98 
per cent of capacity, with em- 
ployes averaging 45.3 hours a 
week, and with 503,100 employed. 
If operations were reduced to 90 
per cent and the 40-hour week es- 
tablished, at least 40,000 addition- 
al employes would have to be 
hired, he said. 

“The industry,” McDonald ar- 
gued, “could actually reduce its 
operations to 75 per cent, go on a 
40-hour work week, and fully

THE RECUMBENT position—

ward, and the heart muscle has 
to increase its foot-pound work 
very suddenly. The young person’s 
arteries can snap to attention with 
pleasure and alacrity under these 
circumstances, but Uncle John’s 
arteries have been knocking 
around the dives and sharp cor- 
ners of the world some \time and 
you have to give them time. 

The phenomenon has been ex- 
tensively studied by Dr. Starr at 
the University of Pennsylvania,

GUATEMALA CITY, Guatemala, 
| Monday. 

T took only a little over four 
| tours to fly from Panama to 

Salinas. Here we were met by 
the wife of the President of Ecua- 
dor, Senora Arroyo del Rio, and 
several Ecuadorian ladies, as well 
as our Army and vy command- 
ers, Col, Cunningham and Comdr. 
Hummer. 

We visited both the Army and 
Navy hospitals, and I’m giad to 
report that they had very few pa- 


“tients. There is practically no ma- 


laria here; the climate is very dry 
and the one real difficulty is lack 
of water. All the water is distilled, 
but since there is a wonderful 
beach with good, safe swimming, 
I imagine many of the men take 
to the sea when water gets scarce. 

Salinas itself is used as a sum- 
mer resort by people from Quito 
and by British and American peo- 
ple working here, which is pleas- 
ant for our men, 

At lunch with a mixed group of 
Army and Navy enlisted person- 
nel, I found myself talking to a 
boy who had married a girl from 
Quito. The girl’s mother was from 
the United States and is now mar- 
ried .to an Ecuadorian. Now, the 
boy, who is American, is planning 
to take his. wife home with him 
when the war is over. 

Next we went to the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Toes, where Senora 
Arroyo del Rio gave a reception 
and me met some Ecuadorians as 
well as members of our own Em- 
bassy staff. The Ecuadorian 
troops ‘stood on guard near the 
house and their band played the 
Star-Spangled Banner. Our flying 
officers are instructing a group of

Ecuadorian cadets whose training 


planes are kept near our base. It 
seemed to me that the best of feel- 
ing exists and co-operation is very 
good here as everywhere 

By one-thirty we took off for 
the Galapagos Islands, where we 
arrived in time to get an idea 
of the amount of work which had 


. been done to create the Army, and 


Navy installations. Much building 
is stil] going on. We had supper 
with a representativé group of en- 
listed men, and found among them 
a boy who said he had worked 
in Poughkeepsie, N. Y., for several 
years, 

We went back to our quarters 
and emerged an hour later with a 
great feeling of satisfaction be- 
cause of the work we had done. 
We went over to the officers’ club 
at seven, where both Army and 
Navy officers and civilian en- 
gineers were gathered, This must 
be a very pleasant place to come 
to after the day’s work is done. 

We spent an hour talking with 
various officers. Among them was 
a young man from Washington, 
D. C., who said that I had spoken 
at his high school. He is now a 
flyer, and with him was another 
young flyer whose wife works in 
the District. I hope he will give 
me her name s0 I can call her up 
on my return, though he could not 
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find a pencil and paper at the 
moment to write it down. 

Some of the boys feel the 
monotony and the loneliness of 
this particular post, and would 
like very much to be nearer to 
what they feel is active service. 
Yet the job here ig essential and 
must be done, as so many other 
jobs depend upon it. 

Saturday morning we went to 
our enlisted men’s mess at 6:30 
a. m., leaving our quarters a little 
before 6» Saturday was one long 
succession of visits to day rooms, 
service clubs, post exchanges, gun 
positions, the chapel, the, cemetery 
and the Army and Navy hospitals, 
In all of these there are certain 
similarities, since there is a stand- 
ard set for each place, according 
to the size and need of the ‘in- 
stallation. But one has to realize 
in looking at them that for each 


man this is his particular achieve- | 


ment, and vitally important to the 
well being of the group.

The first round of bidding was, 
of course, easy. North opened 
with one spade, East passed and 
South made the normal response 
of two hearts. After West's pass, 
North rebid spades as a matter of 
course, but when this two-spade 
bid reached South, there was «@& 
wide difference of opinion over 
South’s proper action. 

In the general postmortem, the 
majority opinion was that South 
should now bid three diamonds— 
to “build up the hand and sound 
out all possibilities, while simul- 
taneously implying considerable 
strength by showing the new suit 
at the three-level.” 

The inority opinion, with 
which I heartily concur, was that 


“a three-heart bid, perhaps even 


four hearts, was far superior to 
three diamonds. This point of 
view was summed up by its — 
protagonist as- follows: 

In the first place, the game is 
duplicate, not rubber bridge. 
Hence, a major suit contract is 
greatly to be preferred. In the 
second place, there is enormous 
disparity between South’s heart 
suit and his diamonds—a dispar- 
ity that will not even be hinted 
at if South’s second bid is three 
diamonds. The opposition stated 
that if South bid three diamonds 
and North raised to four dia- 
monds, or bid three no trump, 
South then could show his own 
great, preference for hearts by re- 
bidding that suit at the four-level. 
But what earthly assurance was 
there that North could or would 
take either of those actions? 
Lastly, if South bids three dia- 
monds, it will do him no — to 
play the hand at hearts, use 
he will have virtually pushed the 
opponents into opening a _ club, 
which is certainly not a desirable 
lead from South's point of view.
